The Honorable John-E. Holmes, lieutenant governor, haying been an- 
nounced by the committee appointed to wait upon him and inform him 
ther the senate is ready to receive him, appeared an the senate chamber, 
and having heen conducted to the chair, addressed the senate, as follows: 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF TRE SENATE: 


The period in the history of Wisconsin to which wé have now arrived is 
one of great interest and importance. Twelve, years have passed since the 
organization of the territorial government of Wisconsin. Out of the terri- 
tery embraced within ifs original limits have-beei formed two states, en- 
titled to be represented in the congress of the United States by two sena- ` 
tors and repiesentatives each. Another poruon of the territory îs now laid 
off and about to be formed into a separate territorial government. 

The population of that portion of the territory within the present limits ‘ 
of the state, which at that time consisted of a few hundred, has now in- 
eteased to probably over two hundred and twenty thousand. The dwell- 
ings-of its then inhabitants, in many instances, hastily and rudely con- 
structed, barely sufficient to protect for the time from the inclemency of 
the season, have now given place to more comfortable and convenient hab-. 
itations—tostately mansions, surrounded by improved farms and well 


~ adorned enclosures. Towns, villages and cities, have arisen as by en- 


chantment, so new and fresh in their appearance as to indicate a simulta-: 
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neous construction. Where stood her forests, undisturbed in their solitude, 
is now found the extended field and comfortable habitation. On her broad 
prairies, then untouched by the hand ofagriculture, 1s now found fields of 
waving grain and. all the evidence’ ofcultivation, improvement and civil- 
ization., Her mineral resources have been largely developed, and the in. 
exhaustable wealth it has furnished are now being applied to beautify and 
adorn the surface of the” earth from which it has been extracted Her 
rivers and streams that then flowed undisturbed to the bosomof the great 
lakes, and ther great reservoir—the ocean, are now directed from their 
“channels to facilitate industry, and to supply the wants pE her increasing 
population, 

The older states and Europe have poured a portion of their wealth into 
her bosom, and are here represented by the great source of wealth—a vig- 
orous, enterprising ‘and inaustrious population Jn another ten years the 
improvements of the age, and the wants of our population—the constant- 
dy increasing surplus of our productions will force the construction of a 
railroad and other means of internal communication through the state. 
The activity these improvements will give to agricultural, manufacturing 
and mechamcal pursuits, will insure a steady increase of population, give 
vigor to our commerce and wealth to the state. 

‘As the representatives of the people it as become our duty to organize 
2 new and independent government, an organization effected by the delib- 
erately expressed judgment of the whole people through the ballot box, an 
angamization in which every man required to contribute to its support—to 
yield a portion ‘of his own tatural liberty to the general good—has an 
egual yoice and vote, an organization by means ofa revolution of moral 
power, quiet and efficient in its character—unstained by blood, and un- 
tainted by crime—a harmonious unjon of a free people, for self-govern- 
ment, giving full assurance of prosperity and undoubted promise of perma- 
mency. . 2 : 
-‘On you, as a branch of the Jegislative bady under the constitution, will 
fall a full share of-devising and perfecting such measures, of enacting such 
laws as will meet the wants of that people, and render secure their varied. 

` interests. What these, measures should be, st does not become me to sug= 
gest, The situatién assigned mg by the constitution will not ander scarce- 
Iy ny imaginable contingency require me to decide upon those measures 
by votes . + 5 ee 
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The duties that devolve upon me. ate but ministerzal in their character, 
Yet are they of sc delicate and responsible a character, that I should do 
injustice to myself, should Lattempt to disguise the fact, that I enter upon 
their discharge witli feelings of great d:tPdence On the prompinéss“and 
correctness of the decisions of the presiding oliicer of a deliberative assem- 
bly, I am well aware, depends ın a good degree the facility of business, and 
the ease with which legislative duties are discharged. Experience lends 
great aid in the discharge of those duties That experience, as a presiding 
officer, I have yet to enjoy. 

But while [approach the presidency of your body with diffidence, I can 
but congratulate myself upon being placed among those, with most of 
whom, I have not only formed a favoralde acquaintance, in the legislature 
and out of ıt, but with thoSe on whose friendly regard, council and advice, 
I can With confidence rely ThatI shall fall into no error in the discharge 
of these duties, I do not allow myself to expect. But I can assure you, in 
all truth, that next to the gratification I may feel, in the consciousness of 


“having correctly discharged my duues, will be the pleasure of correcting 


any errorinto which I may inadvertantly be led. Concession and compro- 
mise, are essentic!ly requisite in the discharge of our various duties.—~ 
Without ‘these it would be impossible to secure harmony. With them the 
duties of the chaur will be 1endered easy, the intercourse of members agree- 
able, their labois facilitated, and their reflections pleasing. I enter upon 
the discharge of my duties, relying more upon your indulgence than upon 
my own fitness and capacity, but with full confidence that whatever may 
be seen amiss will by you be regarded with generous indulgence. a

Your committee are thereio.e of the opimon that the governor had a 
legal right to the appointment of Mr. Lambert; that David Lambert 
went there ın good faith, however unsuccessful his journey did prove, 
and that the amount charged by said Lambert 1s reasonable, and therefore 
recommend the passage of the accompanying bill.

In the organization, some eighteen months since, by act of congress, of — 
ten new regiments of infantiy. a captain's commission was conferred upon 
oue of our citizens, Augustus Quales. Prompt to the call of his countly, 
Capt. Quarles, assisted by his efficient aids, was soon on his way to the 
scene of conflict, with a gallant company, numbermg upwards of one 
hundied men. ‘They joined at Puebla, the main body of the army, under 
Gen. Scott, from which point a march upon the city of Mexico was com- 
menced. ‘The history of the fields of Contreras, aud Chmubusco, is a 
matter familiar to all, Never, perhaps, were more brilliant achievements 
in arms consummated, aud bravely did the sons of Wisconsin bear thera- 
selves upon that occasion. N 

It was on the evening of the second day of trial, when the qnemy, driv- 
en from point to point, had concentiated his remaining forces, for a final 
stiuggle, that the company of Wisconsin infantry, under the comraand of 
captain Quarles, was placed in the very front of danger. They were few 
in numbeis, and betore them were the rocky 1ampaits of the enemy, be- 
hind which glistened their countless bayonets, It was a time to try men’s 
gouls.

It was at this critical momeut that Capt Qaatics in font of his compa- 
ny, cheering on his men, was struck by a ball froim an enemy's gun, He 
fell at tlie head of his company, and his lust words on the field, were words 
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of encouragement to his men He died, and his remains were brought to 
New Orleans. At the last session of our teritorial legislature, an appro- 
puation was made designed to procure the removal of those remains froin 
New Orleans, to the state from which he went forth to battle. naa 
The requirements of that law have been fullilled and his mortal remaing 
are now wanting then final interment at Southport, the place of his late 1n- 
terment at Southport, the place of his lateresidence.

It appears that, by an-act of the legislative assembly approved April 17, 
#843, entitled “an act to provide for completing a new roof upon the eap- 
jtol and for other purposes,” the legislature made a contract with the eom- 
missioners of Dane county te strip and shingle the roof upan the capitol in 
consideration of being permitted to use suitable rooms in the capitol asof- 
fices for county purposes for the term of seven years, if such offices should 
not he needed for the use of the legislative assembly. The use of the su- 
preme court room as a district court room, was also allowed to them for 
the same length of time; all under the additional condition that thee 
rooms should not be improperly used. 

By a subsequent act of the legislature, approved February 22d, 1945, en- 
titled “an act to provide for the payment to the county of Dane, the sum 
therein mentioned ;” it appears that the sum of 2616 dollars were appro“ 
priated and allowed to the county of Dane, being the amount expended by 
said county in the completion of the capitol, the territory being by the pay-

independence from those who have long been accustomed to trample upon 
their rights—that woman, whose gentler and nobler nature has been more 
effectually crushed by the iron bands of tyranny and oppression, should have 
some share in the efforts of humanity's friends to elevate the family of 
man.

That they have fully considered the matter referred to them, and tbat’ 
they deem it inexpedient at the present time forthe legiclatnre to confer 
powers of legislation upon boards of supervisors. Your committee are ` 
convinced that one of the evils under which the people of the states of the 
Union have labored, ıs the amount of legislation which has af all times 
been had Law hus been added to law,.and one legislature has enacted 
for another legislature to repeal. Laws in order to be beneficial, should be 
certain, fixed, and well known, and after laws have been so established, it - 
1s better to endure a slight inconvenience than to make a change. Your 
committee believe that the legislature of the state has ample time to enact 
all necessary laws and to make all necessary changes, and that by con- 
ferring powers of legislation upon local boards, the amount of legislation 
will be increased to a very injurious extent. Laws should, as a general 
thing, be alike in all parts of the state; but with å large number of Iocal 
legislatures, sitting at different_times, in different parts of thé state, enter- 
taining different views, influenced by different passions, and controlled by 
different interests, we should find separate codes gradually growing up in 
the different counties of our state, introducing endless confusion and great- 
er uncertainties, and giving 1ise to numberless lawsuits. There would al- 
ways be strife upon the subject of jurisdiction, between the legislature of 
the state and the numerons county boards, a strife which nothing but a 
number of legal decisions could terminate. But in the opinion of your 
cominittee, there is another objection, even more seridus tkan those men- 
tioned; when local difficulties arise ın counties, the people divide them- 
selves into parties upon the subject, and the strife is always far more bitter 
than that formed by difference of opinion in matters of general interest.— 
The minorities in such cases would always be in the power of the majori- 
ties, and the party interested would be the judge, as between himself and 
his weaker and injured opponent. The majority of the legislature are gen- 
erally so removed from such local strife, that their action may generally be 
considered right. , Not so, however, with the ]Jocal boards Thereit would 
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be power and not justice; that would decide the contest. The local power 
so vested would produce jealousies, which would carry thèir impure influ- 
ence even into our general elections The censtztution itself contemplates 
the introduction of a uniform system of county government, before this 
power shall be conferred upon county boards It gives the legislature the 
right of conferring these powers upon the county boards of supervisors, but 
not upon the county commissioners. “Therefore, as the commissioner sys- 
fem prevails in many of the counties, no system of local legislation, uni- 
form throughout the state, can now be introduced. j

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were unaccompanied with any conditions whatever, except that in ease 
their bids were accepted they would give bords for the faithful discharge 
of thein duties, Thebids of W. G. Conick and three others were not ac. 

The prices 
proposed in each of the bids varied in respect to composition, préss work, 
sfitehing, binding, &e But it is believed that the bid of W. G. Conick for 
the whole work of printing was the lowest i 

3d. In relation to the third branch of enquiry, “the data irom which I 
concluded that the bidders were minors, ` were, that with most of the boys 
I was personally acquainted, and from such acquaiftance I could have no 
doubt that they were minors. Their ages weie judged of by the under- 
signed, by the exercise of the sane judgment that would govern in other 
and ordinary transactions. and intercourse in life and business But not re- 
lying exclusively upon such-criteria, diligent enquiry was made of persons 
resident in Madison well acquaintetf with the bidders referred to, the re- 
sult of which placed the fact of their minority beyond question even if any ~ 
doubt could have remained after the personal knowledge which I had my- 
self. i 

The act of the legislature under which the undersigned acted in relation 
to the printing, contemplated the making of a contract, the one party to 
such contract being the state, and the other the peison whose bid should 
te accepted. The state as a body could contract and bind itself through its 
authorized agents, and an indivulual could do the same. The mutuality 
requisite in the making of all contracts, required that the one party should 
be in the law as capable of contracting as the other. The object of the 
constitution aud the law, itis believed, 1s, to secure to the state the servi- 
ees contemplated by the act, by means of all the formis and obligations of 
a contract. To accomplish this object, the party proposing to contract 
with the state must necessarily possess the legal ability to enter into all 
such obligations, in such a character and capacity as to render the con- 
tract binding upon lim. An obligation entered into by a person which he 
could avoid at his pleasure, or set aside upon caprice would contravene the 
spirit atid intent, and defeat the objects of the law. 

The secretary of state is made the agent of the state for the purpose of 
receiving and determining upon the bids offered As such officer, he felt 
himself bound so to act upon the proposals made for the printing, as to se- 
cure to the state á valid contract secured by the requisite bond, for the per- 
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formance of the required service. A bid signed by John Doe or any other 
fictitious name without disclosing the person making ıt could not be re- 
ceived, because thé person making itcould not be notified according to 
Jaw, or enter into the bondrequired Upon the same principle, any person 
making a bid, who should be incapable in the law of executing the bond 
aequired by the second section of the act before referted to, could not be 
received for the law requires that the + person or persons whose bids shall 
be received shall enter into a bond for the faithful performance of the du- 
ties required.” The law does not provide that the person or persons or any 
one in his or their behalf shall enter into bonds, but the person himself 
The whole law must be construed together. It 1equires that the suc- 
cessful bidder shall give bond,&c. If he can make a valid bid which the 
state 1s bound to recerve, he can give a bond which he cannot avoid. But 
a minor cannot enter into a bond which he cannot avoid, and “which can 
be enforced. If therefore he cannot comply with the whole of the terms 
proposed, he isnot entitled to the benefit of a part. If he could -not exe- 
cute the proposals which the law invites, he would not be entitled to make 
the proposal. The conditions and requisitions upon which proposals are 
asked, become a part of the proposals when made, They enter into and 
are elements ofthe contract to be ultimately perfected, If then there be a 
legal incapacity to comply with the conditions and requisition upon which 
the proposals are invited, proposals made under such circumstances, are a 
virtual infraction of the terms on which they were invited, and of course 
not recognizable, It a proposal should be made accompanied with a de, 
claration of the bidder that he would not give the bond required, would 
sych a proposal be recognized as within the meaning and terms of the 
law? And if the bidder should aver that he would uot give the bond, and 
the law should declare that he could not give it, it is believed that the non- 
conformity in both cases equally invalidate the proposal. The one is a 
disability created by the voluntary act of the party, the other a disability 
created by law. In both cases the terms proposed by the law for employ- 
ing a printer. are not complied with and such failure it is believed renders 
void the bid. 

Suppose another case--if a married woman should bid for the printing, 
would not all the disabjlities incident to her condition render her bid void ? 
In contemplation of law she could not make a bid. Suppose designing 
persons should draw a proposal in the name of an insane man, and procure 
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him to sign it, would such a bid be binding on the state? And yet the 
_ Same disabilities attach to minois. ltıs true thatthe law enables minors 
to enforce contracts against persons of full age, but exempts them from 
obligation on their part. But such provisions of law ae for the benefit ‘of 
the minor to protect him against the presumed superior knowledge of per- 
sons of mature age. It will not however be pretended that such ıs the 
object of the law in relation to the public printing. The object and in- 
tent of both the constitutional provisions and the statute enacted in con- 
formity therewith, seem to be simple and plain, that of securing the public 
printing to be performed, and to be performed at the cheapest rate. To 
effect this object, proposals as to price are invited, and bonds to secure the 
performance required of the successful bidder, 

The making of the bid and the giving ofthe requisite bond, are the 
terms on which the state can beWolden to the pertormance of the contract. 
Without the two acts on the part of the bidder, the state 1s under no ob- 
lugation. Now ifthe bidder is incompetent, esther by operation of law or 
by his voluntary act to give the bond, he has no benefitby the bid. Being 
incapable to bind himself, and thus comply with the terms proposed by the 
state, the state cannot be bound to him. 

It is understood to be the law, that when the statute prescribes a bond 
to be given by a particular person and for a particular purpose, if the bond 
of another peison be given in behalf of the person required by statute to 
give ıt, such bond 1s void, for the 1eason that it is an evasion of, and not 
in conformity with the bond required by the statute More especially is 
this believed to be true, in respect to official bonds, because the law con- 
templates in a public functionary a personal trust reposed as well as per- 
sonal security demanded, and it is not permitted that the personal trusts 
incident to official responsibility shall be evaded, or that personal faith 
shall be disregarded, and pecuniary responsibility alone be substituted for 
the manifold safeguards with which the government seeks to invest all its 
affairs « ; 

But in respect to the bids in question, no one of them was accompanied 
with the guarantee of any person on behalf of the bidders, Jt is true, that 
after the bids and the action of the undersigued, thereon, had been reported 
to the legislature, W. G., Conick handed to the undersigned a note, in which 
he says, that several persons will guarantee the fulflimen: of his proposal. ,

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But this representation ofthe minor was deemed of no more validity that 
would be his bond or than was nis proposal. 


He could be held neither to the executton of his bid nor to the procure- 
ment of his guaranty, and even if he could, it came too late. The bid of 
R. A. Bird was the lowestexcept those of minors before referred to, and 
hence the bid was given to him ; 

The foregoing are the reasons which induced the undersigned to accept 
the bid of R. A. Bud. 

, The undersigned felt no little embarrassment in the consciousness of the 
responsibility which the act of the legislature, and the circumstances of 
the case devolved upon him. But being conscious that his office was au 
administrative one, and his duty as incumbent of such office, required him 
to give, (so far as his ministerial action could give) efficacy to the acts of 
the legislature, which made him the‘agent in their execution, he could not 
but look to the spirit and intent of the act, as appeaung from the langnage 
it contained, as his guide in ¢ariying outthe ob,ect of the law, and per- 
forming the duties requned at his hands. 


Tt was with him a question whether he should act upon his own person- 


‘al knowledge of the fact of the minority of the bidders alluded to Buton 


reflection he felt that he cauld not knowingly lend his aid to a legal fraud 
that might be perpetrated upon the government. His conception of his 
duty was formed from the best cunstruction he could give the*act of the 
Jegislature, and 1s believed to be anstuict conformity with the established 
legal rule of construction, andthe only course he could pursue to secure 
the interests of the people, whose interest ıs involved in the action and to 
whom he as well as all other public fuñctionanes must be held ultimately 
responsible. l : 

However, to satisfy himself that his views were correct, he consulted 
with the judiciary committee of both branches of the legislature, who ap- 
proved of the views entertained by the undersigned, and he cannot but con- 
gratulate himself that by adhering te the law as it was committed to him 
for administration he has escaped the censure that might otherwise bave 
been imputed to him, for having committed the public service to incompe” 
tent hands, and from whom no adequate or valid security could, under the 
law, be perfected His only motive has been to fulfil the high ‘obligations 


imposed upon him, by the constitution he is sworn to support, te perform

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the duties required by the law, and 1n conformity therewith, to protect the 
people from imposition.

They see no better reason for allowing a justice who has 
been elected by the people of a town, to extend his jurisdiction throughout 
the county, than they do to allow him to extend his jurisdictior. throughout 
the state, or to allow an officer who has been elected by a county as a 
sheriff, to have jurisdiction co-extensive with the state. The interests o 
some towns are adverse to the interests of others In some towns contain- 
ing large villages or cities. the litigatung spirit or interest, is in the ascend- 
ant, whilst a contrary spirit and interest exists in every other town of the 
county, and it would not seem right that the people of one town should 
have the privilege of choosing officers who may from any motive whatever 


have it in their power to harrasa people of towns who had no voice in se- 


lecting them. Your committee can perceive no injustice, which would re- 
sult from granting the prayer of the petitioners in this respect, and believ 
ing that good policy dictates granting it, your committee are in favor of it, 

The second proposition of the petition refers to extending the amount 
dispute between parties, of which justices may take cognizance. Your 
committee are in favor of this portion of the petition. 
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With.reference to the third proposition of the petition which looks to a 
reduction of the fees of justices, time will not permit it such an investiga-

To the Honorable the Senate and Assembly of the sfate of Wisconsin - 
Gentlemen—We hate had the honor to receive from the Secretary of 
State, duly certified by him, a copy of the act approved July 26tl, 1848, 
entitled ‘san act relating tothe Milwaukee and Rock River canal lands. 
This document was received by us on Monday the 31st day of July — 
We have to regret that suflicrent time has not been allowed between the 
publication of that act and the period required for its fulfillment, to admit 
of the possibility of compliance with its terms by those on whom yt is m- 
tended to operate. Holding our respective offices under the territory of 
Wisconsin, we deem ourselves entitled to the benefits as well as bound by 
the requirements of the several acts of the territorial legislature respecting 
the canal lands, and by the laws of congress relating to the same subject — 
By the passage of the act ot congress admitting Wisconsin into the Union, 
the unsold canal lands were constituted a part of the 500,0U0 acres to which 
the state of Wisconsin is entitled. by virtue of previous acts of congress, 
The proceeds of the lands therétofore sold, remained subject to existing 
laws, and were not aflected by the act of admission and the resolutions ap- 
pended to the constitution of the state thereby approved. Whuthdut raising 


the question at this time, as to’ the right of the state to receive or contrgl— ~- 
the proceeds of the sales of these Jands, we rave to state respectfully to the 
Tegislature:" ,

counts in pursuance of the act of 11th of March last, and is also,desirous, Ww 
ıt can be done safely and lawiully, to close up and settle his accounts in 
pursuance of the Jaw of the state approved July 26th, 1848; Ins only obs 
ject being to free hiroself and his sureties at the earliest period possible 
from the duties and responsibilities of his office 

3d, That the statements which have been made to your honorable body, 
and the published reports of committees appointed to investigate the affairs 
of this department are w dely inaccuiate in relation to the quantity of 
lands actually sold and the amount of money in the hands of or properly 
chargeable to the receiver; and we deem 1t h.ghly important as well for 
our own protection as for the interests of the public, that a full and fair 
examination of the affairs of this department shall. be made, and a just and 
legal settlement shall be had with the register, and receiver in relation to 
all their official acts and dutes Such an examiaation must be a, work of 
time and care, but every facility for its accomplishment v “ill he afforded 
by.us, whenever a responsiLle and competent authority | shall be prepared 
to act in the premises. i

of the state of Wisconsin shall be legally. authorized to take from us the

Again, m 1847, an as.essment tax roll for thesame schoal district for 
$180, was placed in the haods of John V. Andrews, district collector far 
that year, who collected and paid over the amount on the roll, excepting 
about $15. that soon after this, Andrews temoved to another county with- 
out making any returns of the delinquent taxes; and although it seems he 
did not carry off the tax roll with him, it would appear not to have been 
found soon enough to admit of such delinquent taxes being returned within 
the time prescribed by law. 

The design of the bill in question is to authorize the proper officers in 
that school district to proceed and collect the delinquent taxes for those 
two years, without the trouble and expense of a re-assessment of taxes to 
the amount thus delinquent 

With thie statement of facts, your committee will submit the case to 
the senate, without the expression of any opinion whether ıt be competent 
for the legislature to authorize the collection of taxes under circumstances 
such as characterize this case.

All] men are born into and 
upon the earth through the operation of the same principles—the earth 
holds precisely the same relation to the existence of all men, and to all men 
is it equally necessary for life. V e hold, then, that all men have an equal 
natural right to it, andno man or government has a 1ight to monopolize 
it and sell it to one or many men, af their own discietion, It is the duty 
of government to secure all her people in possession of sufficient soil for 
their wants, and to prevent an undue monopoly of it by any. The states 
of this Union are prevented by the constitution from intertering with the 
primary disposal of the soil, and hence has no immediate control of the mat- 
ter. To lint, however, the quantity of land which an individual may hold 
we apprehend 1s in the power of the states, and your committee believe 
that such hmitation would be good policy tor Wisconsin, It would se- 
eure eventually the cultivation of the whole surface, a large portion of 
which will otherwise lay waste in the hands of speculators for years. It 
will secure homes for thousands who will otherwise be homeless, Whilst 
it secures homes for all, it will secure competence for all, and do away 
with that hired serfdom and consequent poverty and degradation which ig 
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now from the‘eause which we seek to remove, convulsing Europe, and 

which exists as a reproach upon our republican institutions. Such land 
limitation will interfere with the rights of no one—for no one has any nght 

to monopolize that soil which is necessary to furnish sustenance to his 

brother, that he may make a slave of that brother, by controlling the 

means by which-he lives. 

Your commutiee are compelled to be thus bref in the statement of ths 
important subject for want of timè to give a detail of all the arguments in 
its favor, is well as of the evils which of necessity grow out of the present 
wrong system in the disposal of the public lands They may exptess the 
hope, however, that the public attention will become more fully aroused to 
the mpoitance of the matter, and that they will demand of their legislature 
a reform 'n this particular By investigation of the bill nnder considera- 
dion, whilst the general principles are found to be correct, the detatls will 
require considerable modification, and as the session is so near its close as 
-to forbid the possibility of its being now considered, your committee are 
compelled to recommend for the present the indefinite postponement of the 
subject.

Your committee find also a charge of $150 for translating the constition 
into the German, Welsh and Norwegian languages. By the resolution 
authorizing the printing in the German and Norwegian it was distinctly 
declared that nothing would be paid for translating. This would leave 
$100 to be dedueted from that charge. i 

With reference to the item of paper, your committee find 69 reams 
charged, They have not been able to get any other account of the paper 
used, than is contained 1n the bill before them. By estimating the tokens 
of press work, they find, that to call each token full, which 1s charged, and 
to countevery slip of paper a full sheet, it would make 69 reams; but when 
it 18 taken into account that in piess work, a fraction of a token, however 
small, is charged as a full token; and as a large share of our printing has 
been upon slips of paper, your committee cannot help but think the amount 
has been largely overstated, 

The paper is also charged at $5 per ream. It is said that this is the 
amount which has always heretofore been allowed. Your committee ex- 
press no opinion as to that point. They have every reason to believe that 
$4 per ream would be an ample compensation, and more than it cost on 
the average of bill and newspaper.
